LONDON, (ip)—It was officially 
announced tonight that Prime Min¬ 
ister Chamberlain would fly to 
Germany tomorrow to .see Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler in an effort to as¬ 
sure peace. 

The prime minister himself dra¬ 
matically announced he intended 
to see Hitler and ’’try to find a 
peaceful solution to the crisis 
which is menacing world peace.” 
.‘VRRIVE.S TOMORROW' 

The German chancellor notified 
Chamberlain he would "gladly re¬ 
ceive” him on Sept. 15 at Berch- 
tesgaden, his retreat In the Bava¬ 
rian mountains. 

According to a German radio 
announcement, Chamberlain was 
expected to arrive at Obersalzberg, 
near Berchte.sgaden, tomorrow 
afternoon. 

Chamberlain’s appeal for a 
peace-seeking interview was con¬ 
veyed to Hitler through f?ir Neville 
Henderson, British ambassador at 
Berlin. 

The prime minister will take a 
plane at 8:30 a. m. tomorrow, it 
was announced. 

He sent this message to the 
Fuehrer: 

”In view of the increasingly crit¬ 
ical situation, I propose to Vome 
over at once to see you with a view 
of trying to find a peaceful solu¬ 
tion. 

”I propose to come across by 
air and am ready to start tomor¬ 
row. Please indicate the earliest 
time at which you can see me 
and suggest the place of meet¬ 
ing.” 

Chamberlain will be accompa¬ 
nied by Sir Horace Wilson and 
William Strang of the foreign of¬ 
fice. 

Chamberlain’s plane is expected 
to reach Munich about 1 p. m. (7 
a. m., E.S.T.). There is to be 
a short halt there and the plane 
then will proceed to Berchtesgaden 
for the momentous conference. 

NO PRECEDENT 

Chamberlain’s startling move 
was decided upon at an emer¬ 
gency full meting of the cabinet 
earlier in the day. 

It was a decision withot prec¬ 
edent on the part of any world 
statesman—taken in the face of 
an unprecedented situtlnon, the 
threat of war over the Sudeten 
German issue in Czechoslovakia. 

It was believed that this would 
be Chamberlain’s first airpline 
flight since he became prime min¬ 
ister, May 28, 1937.

.said Schulman told him he wrested 
the fire extingui.sher from Klein 
when the latter attacked him after 
an argument. Schulman was 
charged with homicide.

PRAGUE. GP)—Fighting between Czechoslovak gen¬ 
darmes and Sudeten Germans armed with machine-guns, 
rifles and hand grenades at various towns in the Sudeten 
region near the German frontier today resulted in at least 
40 deaths. 

The Prague foreign office reported that eight gen¬ 
darmes were killed in a battle with 2000 Sudetens at the 
frontier town of Schwaderbach, where the Sudetens occu¬ 
pied the Czechoslovak gendarmerie station. 

CZECH GENDARMES TOLD NOT TO FIRE, 

FEARING SHOTS WOULD GROSS BORDER 

Schwaderbach is a Sudeten village directly across the 
border from the German town of Sachsenberg. 

When the Sudetens started a demonstration the gen¬ 
darmerie; received orders not to fire, lest shots crossing the 
border hit Germans and create a still more serious incident. 

Dispatches to Prague said the Sudetens began their 
attack from German territory and finally occupied the 
gendarmerie station. 

Sudeten party headquarters in Prague said that fight- 
i ing which started last night was continuing at Haberspirk, 

I neftp B alkenau, and that from 10 to 15 Czech gendarmes 
; j^ad l^n killed in that clash. 

j Ciudeten leaders said probably a similar number of 
their own men had been killed. Nearly 2000 Sudetens joined 
in the Haberspirk battle, in which heavy tanks were used 
to aid the police. 

I Sudeten headquarters charged in a statement that the 
j Haberspirk clash resulted from “communistic provocation.” 

CLASHES REPORTED IN OTHER PARTS 
OF SUDETEN, WITH MORE KILLED 

Reports of the Schwaderbach clash said the gendarmes 
after battling to control the Sudeten demonstrators, finally 
replied to their fire. 

Other scattered fighting added to the outbreak of 
disorder. 

Police and Sudetens fought in a building at Tsuschkau, 
and there were clashes also at Groskau and other places 
in Sudeten German territory. 

Virtual mobilization of Czechoslovak troops in Sudeten 
territory appeared to be under way. 

Thousands of troops were seen being transported by 
railway trains and by highway to the troubled centers. 

There was no confirmation in Prague of reports of 
troop mobilization in the Sudeten country, and foreign of¬ 
fice spokesman denied that numerous reservists had been 
called to duty. 

SUDETEN COMMITTEE TO NEGOTIATE 
WITH CZECH GOVERNMENT DISMISSED 

Konrad Henlein, leader of the Sudeten Germans, in¬ 
formed the British Runciman mediation mission today that 
the Sudeten committee for negotiations with the Czecho¬ 
slovak government had been dissolved. 

As a result there is a complete breakdown in efforts 
to solve the bitter, bloody dispute over the Sudetens’ de¬ 
mands for self-rule, there being no machinery on the 
Sudeten side for further discussion. 

The city of Prague launched a drive for a public sub¬ 
scription to raise national defense funds as the nation

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MACHINERY TO 
HANDLE CRISIS 
NOW EXISTS

NEW YORK. (A1 — American 
business and finance is prepared 
to meet the shock of general Eu¬ 
ropean war in the opinion of lead¬ 
ing Wall Street figures and gov¬ 
ernmental fiscal authorities can¬ 
vassed today. 

Cautious comparison of the Uni¬ 
ted States business and financial 
world of today with that of 1914 
led to the unanimous opinion of 
those consulted that this country 
is much better prepared, in mani¬ 
fold ways, to meet and weather 
that shock than it was twenty- 
four years ago. 

President William Me C. Mar¬ 
tin of the New York stock ex¬ 
change said before the regular 
opening time that there was no 
Intention of closing the exchange 
on the basis of current informa¬ 
tion from Europe. 

His confidence, and that of 
others consulted, was reassuring 
to those troubled by the volume 
of selling at the close of trading 
yesterday, which forced leading 
issues down $1 to $6 a share, and 
which continued in even greater 
force after the New York close 
in the San Francisco market. 

Business men throughout the 
country asking what would hap¬ 
pen to American business and 
finance in event of general war 
in Europe may find the answer 
in the following summary of Wall 
Street banking and governmental 
opinion: 

1. A general European war 
would probably be an immediate 
shock to the financial and busi¬ 
ness world, as it was in 1914. 

2. The American financial sys¬ 
tem is infinitely better equipped 
to brace itself and stand up under 
that shock than it was in 1914. 
Adequate machinery now exists 
for swift and effective handling 
of every financial crisis likely to 
arise. Furthermore, the Impact 
of the shock has been at least 
partially softened by anticipation 
—a condition which did not exist 
in 1914. 

3. American business and agri¬ 
culture probably would not receive 
an Immediate set-back of the sev¬ 
erity of that 1914 and probably 
would not pocket profits of the 
scale of 1916-18 because of four 
factors: The vastly greater ad¬ 
vance preparation for war today; 
the depreciated credit status of 

; major European nations; the neu- 
I trailty laws; and the Johnson ifct 
j prohibiting loans to nations which 
have defaulted on previous obliga¬ 
tions. In the end, popular senti¬ 
ment is expected to determine the 
effectiveness of these elements— 
a factor completely unpredictable 
today. 

Far reaching fundamental 
chances have been made in the 
U. S. financial system since 1914. 

The nation’s gold reserves ex¬ 
ceed $13,000,000,000. 

Excess reserves or federal re¬ 
serve system member banks 
amount to nearly $3,000,000,000— 
a sum capable of manifold ex¬ 
pansion to meet credit demands 
as they arise. 

The currency and credit system 
is thus, and by reason of a num¬ 
ber of other factors, capable of 
swift expansion to meet almost 
any conceivable domestic require¬ 
ments which might follow out¬ 
break of war.

Czechs generally admitted the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion and foresaw a continuing threat to peace, perhaps of 
all Europe, for the next 24 hours. They declined to pre¬ 
dict the course of events for that critical period. 

DEMANDS INCREASE IN SUDETEN 
REASON FOR PLEBISCITE 

Demands increased for a plebiscite in the Sudeten re¬ 
gions, to determine by whom the German speaking minority 
should be governed. This led to widely-circulated reports 
that a formal demand would be made for such a referendum. 

There were indications also of new British efforts to 
effect a resumption of peaceful negotiations with the 
Prague government. 

The troop concentration in riotous Sudeten towns was 
said to be “considerable.” Travelers on western and north¬ 
ern highways saw numerous truckloads of soldiers. 

Some re^rvists were called, but the government said 
no general mobilization had been ordered. 

The cabinet met through the night and until early this 
morning. 

There was no communique after adjournment, hut the 
government attitude was said by reliable informants to be; 

President Benes is determined to maintain order, but 
the way is open for peaceful negotiation. 

The government cannot accept the demands sent from 
Eger, Sudeten border town, for revocation of martial law, 
withdrawal of special police, reduction of gendarmerie to 
normal size, and recall of military units in the Sudeten 

regions. , 

The Sudetens had allowed six hours for the granting 
of their demands, and the time limit was considered to have 
expired at 1:30 a. m., after the Sudeten party leaders said 
they would “decline all responsibility for all future devel¬ 
opments.” 

The continuing display of the swastika, flag of Nazi 
Germany, was coupled with more disturbances in the 
Sudeten areas and increasing demands for a plebescite— 
by which the 3500 Sudetens, before the World war under 
the Austro-Huhgarian empire, would decide whether they 
should be annexed by Germany. _ 


Average 126 Daily 
During Last Week 

WASHINGTON. (AH—PWA of¬ 
ficials reported today a ^eatly ac¬ 
celerated pace in the filing of ap¬ 
plications for funds under the new 
Public Works program. 

During the last week, officials 
said field officers have received a 
daily average of 126 applications. 
They predicted an additional 2000 
requests would be filed before the 
Sept. 30 deadline. 

• The program now is In Its 
twelfth week, and 5953 federal 
and non-federal projects, with an 
estimated construction cost of 
$1,380,976,224, have been approved. 
PWA has allotted $778,892,884 of 
the total. The remainder must be 
provided lo cally. _

Part of the lumber cargo was jet¬ 
tisoned to lighten the ship, plank¬ 
ing being scattered for two mlle.s 
along the ocean beach.

PROJECTED IN 
SANTA ANA 

Plans for the establishment in 
Santa Ana of a factory to extract 
and can various vegetable juices, 
under the name of California Vege¬ 
table Juices, Inc., were announced 
today by E. R. Barnhill of San 
Clemente. 

Option has been taken on a 
piece of land in the southeast sec¬ 
tion of Santa Ana, where a fac¬ 
tory, 80 by 100 feet, will be built 
within the near future, Barnhill 
said. Twelve to 15 men would 
be employed at the start of opera¬ 
tions, tentatively set for the first 
of December. 

Tomato, carrot, bean, turnip and 
other vegetable juices will be ex¬ 
tracted, and the company also 
plans to can fruit juices after the 
first few months of operation, 
Barnhill said. 

The juices will be placed in 
4% and 12-oz. cans. All vege¬ 
tables will be purchased from Or¬ 
ange county farmers. Barnhill 
said the company already had an 
order for 43,200 cans per week, 
just as soon as operations begin.

"When a customer is buying a 
car, he has his guard up—he does 
not often spend several hundred 

dollars at one shot.” 

« * « 

That, in the words of an experi¬ 
enced dealer, is one of the reasons 
why a used car salesman has to 
keep on his toes. A customer 
parting with three or four hundred 
dollars is usually more than cau¬ 
tious—he’ll probably be downright 
suspicious. ^ ^ 

Most prospective customers 
looking for a used car have a defi¬ 
nite amount to spend—and they’re 
going to be careful how they 
spend it. One dealer says about 
75 per cent have a preference of 
model, style and year. Once in a 
long time someone spots a car, 
likes It, makes the purchase with¬ 
out dilly-dallying. 

• ♦ • 

Average buyer will drive the 
car a few turns around the block. 
Exceptions; Some would rather 

ride, let the salesman drive. A 
notable fe\y call their favorite 

dealer, specify the car desired; 
whenever the dealer can fill the 
prescription, the saie is made. 

• • • 

Big headache is keeping a suffi¬ 
cient variety of models and styles 
to satisfy everyone. Every lot 
has “runs” for a few days—may 
be the dealer has practically all 
sedans, or coaches, or nothing but 
coupes. , , , 

Most popular model with young 
folks is the coupe, with coaches 
and roadsters following. Biggest 
seller for all age groups is the se¬ 
dan. 

« * • 

It’s estimated about 50 per cent 
of used cars are sold on trade-ins. 
There seem to be more trade-ins 
for used cars than for new ones, 
according to one dealer. 

TSventy years ago virtually ev¬ 
ery sale was on a strictly cash 
basis. If a man didn’t have the 
money, he gave his personal note. 
Times have changed: about 15 per 
cent of used car sales today are 
cash propositions, the rest on in¬ 
stallment plan. 

• • • 

Repossessions, it’s claimed, are 
few. Out of 300 cars sold at one 
lot, there weren’t a dozen repos¬ 
sessions. 

• » • 

Any dealer takes a chance when 
he requires less than one-third the 
total price of a car on a down pay¬ 
ment, salesmen point out. A 
steady salary usually doesn't make 
any difference—if you can’t save 
for-a down payment, you probably 
couldn’t meet the monthly pay¬ 
ments. 

• « • 

Selling cars is only part of the 
dealer’s job—he’s got to keep a 
supply on hand, and he gets mos% 
of these through trade-ins. On f. 
trade, he’s jiist like one of his 
customers, has to be on a sharp 
lookout for bad bargains. 

* • • 

“If we bought cars for the prices 
asked and sold them for what the 
customer wanted to pay,” we 
couldn’t stay in business a week,” 
is a typical comment. 

• • * 

A dealer making a trade knows 
what to look for. He always 
checks tires, notices dents in 
fenders, looks for cracked engine 
bloc*!, inspects the upholstering 
smd paint, considers the care a car 
has had, and keeps a sharp look¬ 
out for mechanical defects. 

• • •■ 

He takes the car out for a drive, 
pushes It up to a good speed, 
drives it slowly, gives the brakes 
a WotkOUt. Before trading, he 
considers the make, year, body 
style and general appearance—“a 
clean car is a good deal any¬ 
where.” 

* • • 

Dependable dealers recondition 
a car before putting it out on the 
lot. Turnover is rapid during good 
months, the entire stock some¬ 
times being sold out within three 
or four weeks. Some cars, though, 
stay on for months. 

• * * 

Salesmen don’t stand around 

waiting for customers. They get 
tips from friends on who is think¬ 
ing of buying, make personal con¬ 
tacts, keep a huge file of prospec¬ 
tive customers. 

' • • • 

One method is for a salesman to 
call every name listed in the tele¬ 
phone book, asking if they are In 
the market for a car, or know 
who is. 

• • • 

Most difficult customers to sat¬ 
isfy, it seems, are the ladies. Men 
judge a car on appearance, condi¬ 
tions, price, while women look for 
beauty and forget what’s under 
the hood.__

Soon 
after arrival of the Armstrongs 
in Costa Mesa, they built one of 
the most pretentious residences in 
town and here resided until Mr.

A lifetime Methodist, Dr. Arm¬ 
strong was one of the most active 
workers in the Costa Mesa Com¬ 
munity church, likewise being an 
active member of the Friday Aft¬ 
ernoon club, an organization in 
which she had long served as offi¬ 
cial "club mother” and had for 
several years been one of the few 
honorary members.

Supervisors today made avail¬ 
able to elementary and high 
schools of the county the .sum of 
$57,600, to carry them through 
with their operating exp^n.ses un¬ 
til tax collection time iru No¬ 
vember. 

The board set aside $13,600 for 
the elementary and $44,000 for the 
high schools, upon recommenda¬ 
tion of County Superintendent of 
Schools Ray Adkinson yesterday 
afternoon. 

He cautioned that the .schools 
may need more funds, but that he 
is not yet ready to ask for a larger 
apportionment. The money bor¬ 
rowed from the county will be re¬ 
paid as soon as taxes for the new 
fiscal year are collected. 

Supervisors already had ap¬ 
proved sale on September 23 of 
$ 100,000 worth of tax anticipation 
warrants for Fullerton junior col¬ 
lege district and $60,000 worth of 
tax anticipation warrants on the 
.same date for Placentia unified 
school district. 

Adkinson explained that most 
schools built up unbudgeted re¬ 
serves to carry them over the 
"dry” periods when no tax appor¬ 
tionments are made, but that 
many of them do not have suffi¬ 
cient funds on hand to meet their 
needs.

Santa A na voters will be going to the polls in a few 
days to decide if the community wants a junior college 
plant. 

Proponents of the project have not shown any exces¬ 
sive amount of activity, while The Santa Ana Register 
has been conducting an editorial campaign against some¬ 
thing or other—and it may be the junior college, so far as 
We know. 

We read with interest, concerning school executives, 
that “they are so unethical, so immoral and so unbusi¬ 
nesslike.” But we are not going to vote on the teachers’ 
morals or eihies. We are going to vote on a junior col¬ 
lege proposition. 

We gather that a gate should be put across North 
Main street, and all suspicious, alien-looking youths who 
might want to go to school here be barred. But that s not 
the issue. We can’t charge them tuition nor kick them out. 
under the state law. Moreover, all the junior college boys 
and girls look like pretty good people, and they’re assets 
to the community, regardless of the location of their home 
town. 

We are not frightened by the dreadful possibilities of 
improved education. The more the people know, the 
better. Fifty years ago the reactionaries contended that 
the third grade and the “three R’s” were sufficient for 
the common herd. Today they ai’gue that Santa Ana 
should not have a junior college and that only the children 
of the rich should be educated beyond the grade schools. 

We refuse to accept the idea that higher education is 
wasted in nine out of 10 cases, or that the people are 
divided intc two c’asses—the aristocrats and the serfs— 
and that education should be so managed that the chil¬ 
dren of the serfs cannot advance into the aristocracy. 

We contend that we are all Americans, with equal 
rights and equal opportunities for education here in Santa 
Ana, and that every boy and girl should have all possible 

education.al advantages. 

* * * * 

The junior college issue is siinple. 

The community needs—must have—a plant. If you 
don’t beliove it, take time off and examine the present 
layout. 

The federal government v/iH meet almost half of the 
cost of new schools, provided certain conditions are met 
before the deadline next month. 

If Santa Ana builds now it will save more than 
S300,000 because of this federal aid. If we build a year 
from now, without federal support, the cost will be almost 
twice as much. 

Good Time to Disclaim Entanglements 

As Europe totters on the brink of war, one of the 
most alarming manifestations is reliably reported belief 
in England and France that America will once more 
stand back of these nations. 

It would be a catastrophe indeed if a war started 
because France and England overplayed their hands, 
counting on our support. 

True, the American people like England and France 
better than Germany and Italy and would sympathize 
ivith the former in the eveni of war. But these facts 
should not mislead the French or British, because it 
c(;uld be said v/ith equal truth that, although Americans 
DI!=!L1KE Germany and Italy MORE than the debt- 
reneging French and English governments, still America 
will not again spill its blood on Old World battlefields. 
In short, syinpathy is all that France and England have 
a right to expect. .And sympathy won’t hold a single 
yard of trenches. 

A good many misleading statements have been made 
by people in high places who v/ould risk seeing us entan¬ 
gled in Europe again. But the whole thing could be 
cleared up bv a statement from our President to the effect 
that we will not send eitlier soldiers or money abroad to 
fight in the next war. 

Much as we dislike the German internal government, 
it might not be amiss to point out that the sorest spot 
in Europe today is the direct outgrowth of failure of the 
“great democracies” of Europe to practice their own 
preachings of noble ends as defined by Wilson during the 
World wa’”. 

President Wilson led America to war in 1917. On 
July 4, 1918, President Wilson gave his famed “Four 
Ends” speech, stating main objectives of the war. 

The third end was defined as: 

“The settlement of every question, whether of terri- 
tority or sovereignty, of economic arrangement, or of 
political relationship, upon the basis of the free accept¬ 
ance of that settlement by the people immediately con¬ 
cerned, and not upon the basis of the material interest or 
adv.antage of any other nation or people which may desire 
a different settlement for the sake of its own exterior 
influence or mastery.” 

This wes one of the principles for which we fought 
the war. Yet, according to this principle. Hitler would be 
perfectly right in asking for a plebiscite under which the 
inhabitants of the Sudeten area would express their own 
will as to whether they would continue under Czech or 
German sovereignty! And Czechs, refusing to settle the 
dispute by vote, rather than Germans, would be the real 
aggre.ssors in the event of war. 

It will, of course, be argued that Germany is not a 
tnistworthy nation and should not be dealt with according 
to Wilson’s principle of self-determination. 

Still, if war should break out over the question of 
Sudeten nationality—with Czechoslovakia holding out for 
the Status quo and refusing to settle the dispute accord¬ 
ing to the will cf the people actually involved—it would 
be eyperling too much for France and England to look 
to America for .support. 

They should certainly be told in advance that this 
time we won’t fight. 


iStJW YORK. — There has 
been another outpouring of the 
proper spirit in the columns oi 
The Daily Progress, of Ham¬ 
mond, La., originally the effi- 
cial organ of Huey Long’s dicta¬ 
torship and now the equivalent 
of Mussolini's II Popolo D’ltalia 
in the regime of Gov. Dick 
Leche. The Progress has issued 
a special edition of 60 pages to 
solemnize the second anniver¬ 
sary of the reign of Mr. Bob 
Maestri as conqueror and mayor 
of New Orleans. Since the 
anschlauss of New Orleans and 
the happy compromise with 
President Roosevelt, Jim Farley, 
the treasury and the depart¬ 
ment of justice, known as the 
Second Louisiana Purchase, The 
Progress has smoothed out many 
of its earlier technical journal¬ 
istic crudities and is now quali¬ 
fied to goose-step with its con¬ 
temporaries in the Rome-Berlir 
axis. 

Plenty Of Ads 

The tribute to Mr. Maestri 
fittingly maintains a modest 
position two paces to the rear 
of that which was published 
some time ago to celebrate Gov. 
Leche's first anniversary as 
governor. On that occasion The 
Progress obtained whole page 
advertisements of Louisiana 
State university, a state insane 
asylum, the Charity Hospital of 
New Orleans and the Shreve¬ 
port Charity hospital, none of 
which seemed to require the 
stimulus of paid advertising. 

There were also page adver¬ 
tisements of the Louisiana con¬ 
gressional delegation, the Louis¬ 
iana supreme court, the New 
Orleans board of levee commis¬ 
sioners, the state conservation 
commission, the New Orleans 
port commissioners, the state 
highway commission, the state 
board of health and the cities 
of Baton Rouge, Hammond and 
Lake Charles. In one munici¬ 
pality wrong-minded citizens 
struck a note of disharmony by 
legally enjoining the payment 
of $500 out of local taxes for a 
note in the chorus of praise in 
the progress. But otherwise the 
edition was a joyous and un¬ 
mitigated homage to the heir to 
the Kingfish. 

The advertisements and text 
in the Maestri memorial edition 
are a melodious blending of ob¬ 
vious cause and inevitable ef¬ 
fect. The text tells of great ma¬ 
terials achievements in New Or¬ 
leans, which consumed vast 
quantities of steel, gravel, roof¬ 
ing, restaurant and hotel sup¬ 
plies for the kitchens of public 
institutions, hardware and build¬ 
ing equipment, drainage tile, 
concrete and machinery. The 
advertisements convey hearty 
greetings from many admiring 
individuals and by no means 
soulless corporations dealing in 
such commodities. There are 
tributes, in the truest sense of 
the word, not only from the 
well-advised in all such lines of 
commerce but from the state 
prize fight commission, the po¬ 
licemen and firemen of New 
Orleans, the state conservation 
department, the public services 
corporation, the power and light 
company, the state board of 
health, the river pilots, the 
state tax commission and the 
levee board among many others. 

Staff Is Something 

Hammond, the home of The 
Progress, is a town of rising 
6,000 people, but the advertising 
staff of this journalistic prodigy 
s the envy of the whole pro¬ 
fession. It takes but a hint from 
a Progre.ss man to sell a page or 
half-page of space to certain 
types of clients at times when 
flattery is in the wind. The 
circulation branch, too, displays 
something akin to wizardry. The 
subscription list might be used 
as a roster of all those drawing 
’ pay from the state, parish and 
municipal governments of Lou¬ 
isiana, the school and highway 
systems and the federal person¬ 
nel.

WASHINGTON. — (Special)— 
With construction work starting 
this week on Shasta dam, the cur¬ 
tain has risen on one of the great¬ 
est of all reclamation dramas, 
John C, Page, United States com¬ 
missioner of reclamation, reported 
today to Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes in summarizing 
the progress of work on the cen¬ 
tral valley project. 

Page returned to Washington, 

D. C., from a visit to the project in 
California. He said the $170,000,- 
300 water conservation program in 
the great central valley was ad¬ 
vanced during the 1937-38 fiscal 
year from vision to reality. 

A long series of preliminary in¬ 
vestigations were virtually com¬ 
pleted, field surveys were well 
extended on all three project di¬ 
visions, plans were drawn and 
approved by the bureau of recla¬ 
mation for many major structures, 
i first actual building was begun, 

; and negotiations were conducted 
i to pave the way for heavy con- 
! struction later this year and dur- 
I ing 1939. 

I For the benefit of prospective 
I workers. Page added that the time 
' of large-scale employment has not 
arrived, and that the influx of un¬ 
employed persons to Shasta coun¬ 
ty and other parts of California’s 
great central valley has been far 
in excess of the number of work¬ 
ers needed for early construction. 
Page said the time of peak em¬ 
ployment probably would not be 
reached for at least two years. 

Almost every section of the na¬ 
tion is represented in the $35,- 
939,450 general contract recently 
awarded to Pacific Constructors, 
Inc., for building Shasta dam and 
power plant on the upper Sacra- 
I mento river near Redding. Pa¬ 
cific Constructors is a combina¬ 
tion of 12 large contracting firnas 
located as follows: 

East—The Arundel Corp., Bal- 
tinaore, Md., and Foley Bros.. Inc., 
New York City. 

j Middlewest—A. Guthrie 8c Co., 
j St. Paul, Minn., and Hunkin- 
I Conkey Construction Co„ Cleve-

In addition to Shasta dam, small¬ 
er construction contracts have 
been awarded on the central val¬ 
ley project in the sum of $1,495,- 
434. These cover the erection of 
bureau of reclamation construc¬ 
tion camps near both the Shasta 
and Friant damsites, construction 
of the first 12 miles of the Contra 
Costa canal, boring of a diversion 
tunnel through the west abutment 
of the Sha.sta damsite, and build¬ 
ing a warehouse and storage yard 
in the Sacramento river canyon 
below the damsite. 

Besides construction work, con¬ 
tracts for materials and supplies 
have been awarded in excess of 
$350,000, and contracts for a dam¬ 
site foundation exploration have 
been completed for $150,000. 

More than 135 miles of main 
canal have been located. These 
include all of the 46-mile Contra 
Costa canal, 68 miles of the 160- 
mile Friant-Kern canal, and 22 
miles of the 40-mile Madera ca¬ 
nal. In addition, approximately 
300 miles of traverse have been 
surveyed on various proposed 
routes for the San Joaquin pump¬ 
ing system. 

Conceived by engineers as eaily 


as 1871, perfected by state and 
federal agencies after many years 
of .study, endorsed by vote of the 
people of California in 1933, and 
officially adopted by the federal 
government in 193.5, the central 
valley project provides for con- 
.servation and equitable distribu¬ 
tion of the great central valley’s 
most preciou.s natural resource— 
water. 

Shasta dam will create a storage 
reservoir which will be operated 
to stabilize the Sacramento river 
—and thereby diminish floods in 
the spring, eliminate extreme low 
flow in the fall, permit a restora- 
: tion of year-round navigation as 
far upstream as Red Bluff, afford 
improved irrigation in the Sacra¬ 
mento valley, provide constant 
flushing of the salt-troubled Sac- 
ramento-San Joaquin delta, and 
furnish an adequate supply of 
fresh wafer to the delta intakes of 
the Contra Costa canal and the 
San Joaquin pumping system. 

The Contra Costa canal will 
.serve an industrial and agricul¬ 
tural area on the south shore of 
Sui.sum bay as far west as Mar¬ 
tinez. The .San Joaquin pumping 
ystem will carry Sacramento riv¬ 
er water up the lower San Joaquin 
; valley as far as Mendota to replace 
' .an equivalent amount of San Joa- 
! quin river water which must be 
I conserved at Friant dam on the 
I unper San Joaquin river near 
: '^resno. 

: From the Friant reservoir irri- 

I 'ation water will be diverter' 
rortherl.v via the Medera canal tr 
I thirsty lands of Medera county 
! ind southerly via the Friant-Kern 
I canal to parts of Fresno, Tulare 
I Kings and Kern counties whirl

ped 15 points. He had gained 18 I 
months in mental age in the four ' 
years and in silent reading he had . 
lo.st two months. 

“The time spent in attempting to ' 
make a reader ot Rae was wasted,” ! 
comments Dr. Lichtenstein. “For¬ 
tunately, no greater harm to his ' 
personality appeared to result than 
the development ot a marked in¬ 
feriority feeling and dislike and 
apprehension in the presence of a 
reading situation. 

I “Had reading been relegated to a 
I minor place in his program in- 
j stead of the all-powerful bugbear 
I it became, he would be just as well 
I off educationally and far better off 
; from a mental hygiene point of 
view."
